Another Disaster Is Feared 


From Gas Main Located

Pittsburg, Penn., May 13.—Thirteen 


were killed and over three hundred 
persons injured In two V-'XpJosions 
of naptha last night in 
the 
Pan. 


handle yards at Corks Run. 
Many 


of the Injured are In n serious condl 
tlon today and are expected to die. 
Tho dead arc James Keenan; Chas. 
Heartlg. W. W. Taylor. Harry Smld 
ley Flnnerty, G. H. Hunter, Walter 
Wright. Dallas Byrd. Pascal Mailer, 
Donald Smith. George Wilson,' Math 
ew Mannon and an unknown boy. 


Another explosion Is feared and a 
greater explosion than those that oc< 
curred yesterday may result as tho 
possible disarrangement of 
several 


great thirty-six inch gas mains sltuat 
ed just below the wreckage caused 
by the naptha explosion. 
If the gas 


forces it way through to the surface 
Monday's disaster may he more than 
duplicated. 


The first" expfasloif occurred' fn tho 


Sheridan yards of the Panhandle Rail- 
road, about five miles from the Union 
station, this city. 
Switchmen were 


shifting a train of cars, to which was 
attached .two cars* of refined oil and 
one of naphtha. 


As-the cars were kicked along the 


track the oil cars came together with 
a crash, smashing the couplings and 
breaking a switch light. 


The oil tank was jarred and the oil 


flowed on tho light. 
It ignited and 


made a trail to the tank. A llame shot 
Into the air, and before the trainmen 
knew what had happened on explosion 
occurred. In a Hash the burning oil 
spurted Into tiic air. 


This occurred about 4:-iC. An alarm 


was sent to Sheridnnville and McKeo's 
Rocks and the local fire department 
responded. 
No water could be had 


and the heat was so Intense no one 
could get near enough to couple an en- 
gine onto the other-two cars and haul 
them away. 


About 5:15 the second car of refined 


oil exploded. By this time 
fully 
a 


thousand people'had gathered on the 
hillsides. 


The Panhandle tracks He in a valley 


flanked by steep hills on cither side. 
No one thought- of any danger. Tho 
heat from the burning cars generated 
gas In the naphtha tank near by. It 
had a gas dome and shortly 'after C 
o'clock the naphtha tank let go. 


The dome shot Into the air and fell 


on the hillside amidst the jam of spec- 
tators. The tank split In twain and 
tho naphtha, like fiery serpents, shot 
In all directions, spraying the thou- 
sands of people, among whom were' la- 
borers, women and children and rail- 
roaders. 


Immediately there \vas a rush for 


safety. 
Hundreds who were sprayed 


by burning oil tore their clothes off 
their bodies. 
Women were soon de- 


nuded, children screamed, men ran 
hither and thither like wild 
beasts. 


People set fire to eac.i other. Some 
crawled in tho dirt, others ran and 
fanned tho flames with wind. Dozens 
of naked men beat caelr bodies among 
tho bushes seeking to relieve the pain, 
others sank exhausted never to rise 
again. 


The heat from the burning fluid, 


which had spread over to the valley, 
separated tho parties occupying each 
hillside. 
A similar, scene was being 


enacted on both hillsides, while down 
tho valley none came out alive. Tho 
burning oil trickled into a small ditch 
known as Cork's Run. It floated past 
the village of Esplen and Into the Ohio 
River. At the edge of Esplen and the 
Plttsburg city limits a group of houses 
are situated along the hillside on the 
level. A natural gas main occupies a 
ditch. There was a leal: in the gas 
main. As the burning oil reached It 
the gas main exploded, wrecking all 
houses in the group, killing several 
people and maiming about 
twenty 
more. 


One building contained, a large pool- 


room. In which.were a dozen men. 
Some were killed and the rest Injured. 
Thus at the two distinct places more 
than two miles apart lives were lost 
and help was needed. 


By this time the railroad company 


had organized relief crews among 
their Pittsburg yardmen. Every physi- 
cian in the city was telephoned to lend 
his aid. Special trains were made up 
to take tho doctors down In groups. 
Ambulances were put aboard flat cars 
and rushed down. Every hospital was 
ordered to get ready for an overflow, 
and rescue work was under way by 
C:30 on a large scale. 


As it. was useless to pour water on 


the oil flre,J_t was_a!lowed to burn.

REFUGEES BROUGHT 


TO FORT D'E. FRANCE 


They 
Are 
In 
Pitiable 
Condition, 


Frightfully Burned, and In Need 


of Medical Care. 


Fort do France, May 13.—The work 


of exploring the ruins of St. Pierre,' ot 
bringing away the refugees in the hills 
in the northern part of the Island and 
of burning the bodies of the victims 
is progressing as rapidly as circum- 
stances will permit. 


Fort de France Is crowded with 


refugees and food is already so scarce 
that alarm-Is felt that It will be ex- 
hausted before supplies 
can 
reach 


here. 
.,.

They are all In a most pitiable con- 


dition. Hundreds of them ore fright- 
fully burned and in urgent need of 
medical care. 
All the doctors 
and 


nurses in Fort de France are working 
day and night among the injured and 
they are assisted by scores of volun- 
teer nurses, many women of the weal- 
thiest families of Fort de France giv- 
ing their services. 


The refugees, as a rule, had assem- 


bled at Le Carbet and Case Pilote, not 
far from St. Pierre, and, l£ Is reported, 
over a thousand ' of them have died 
since the 
fearful 
stream 
of lava 


poured down Mont Pelee. 


The sea for miles around was cov- 


ered with the wreckage of the vessels 
sunk off St. Pierre at the time of the 
disaster, and ashore only n few trees, 
all bent seaward by the force of the 
volcanic shower, were left standing. 


The fort and central quarter of the 


town were razed to the ground, and 
were replaced by beds of hot cinders. 
The iron grlllwork gate of the govern- 
ment offices alone was standing. There 
was no trace of tho streets.

seen on all sides.

That 
Willie 
Schoonmacher the 


seven-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Schoonmacher, who reside in 
tho Wllcox flats on East Milwaukee 
street, is alive today; Is due to the 
prompt assltance and hard work ren- 
dered by a number of men and phy- 
sicians. 
The little fellow seemed to 


be beyond all human help, when taken 
from the river,- but was finally rocusl- 
tated. after he had been under water 
almost ten minutes. 


Yesterday afternoon about 
five 


o'clock little Willie and another boy 
were playing along the river bank 
nt the rear of Dr. Wm. Home's house 
on Park street. 
The bank is quits 
steep at this point and the water 
Is fairly deep cjlose to the shore. 
The little Schoonmacher 
boy -was 


standing on tho steep bank, throwing 
stones and sticks into the water. He 
stubbed his toe and felt down the 
hank Into about three feet of water, 
xvhore after making a 'few struggles 
he Hank from sight 


Watched Him Drown 


Two masons standing on 
Court 


street bridge nlxiut 
twenty 
rods 


away, saw the boy fall Into the water 
and never made a move toward res- 
cuing him. . Thoy were 
still stand- 


Ing there looking down the 
river 


when OUR Hoger and David Stewart 
came along from work. 
They .In- 


quired of the men what was up nnd 
were told that a boy Just fell Into 
the river In the rear of an outhouse 
on the hank. 
Hegcr and Stewart 


rushed down to where the men said 
the boy fell In. and Heger saw the 
little body about six feet from the 
shore in about three feet of/ water, 
ire Jumped Into the river and picking 
the, little fellow up carried, him onto 
the: lawn In the rear 'of Dr. Home's 
home.- 


Back to Life 


J. C. Roesllng and Dr. Home 
at 


once started to work on the little fel- 
low to bring him back to life. 
They 


flrst forced tho water out of 
his 


stomach nnd lungs. 
Then Dr. Home 


by breathing Into the little fellows' 
lungs maintained the spark • of life 
that was fluttering there. 
A tele- 


phone- mesasge was sent for medical 
assistance and Drs. E. E. Loomls and 
E. H. Dudley responded. 
As soon 
as they arrived the I»oy was given 
hypodermic Injection*) to stimulate 
the heart action and get up circula- 
tion. 
He was then wrapped 
in 


blankets and bathed with hqt water. 
One doctor rubbed his extremities 
while the other bathed his body and 
worked his lungs to get up respira- 
tion. 


Shows Signs of Life 


After about twenty minutes hard 


work the lltle fellow opened 
his 


eyes slightly and gave a little cry. 
This encouraged the doctors 
and 


they redoubled their efforts and in a 
short time" longer he was pronounc- 
ed out of danger. 
It was Just forty- 


nine minutes from the time he was 
taken from the . river 
practically 


dead, to the time he was loaded into 
the patrol wagon and 
supposedly 


started for home, howling like an In- 
dian. 


Oreat credit ils due the doctors 


and others that worked on the boy 
and to the nelghnors who supplied 
hot water, blankets and stimulants. 
The-funny part of tho affair was. if 
It may be so-called, that it was not 
discovered 'who the child belonged 
to.' until after he had been taken to 
a home other than that of his par- 
ents. 


Parents Arrive. 


When he was taken from the river 


It was said that ho was Wallace Aus- 
tin, tne son of Mr. and Mrs.-Alfred 
Austin, of Home Park avenue. They 
were notified of tne accident 
and 


both hurried to the scene, saw 
the 


little fellow, nnd recognized him as 
i.ieir boy. 
They were assurred 
he 


was coming on all right, and Mrs. 
Austin left for home to prepare for 
his arrival. 
His father stood around 


and talked about the case, and stat- 
ed his boys were out riding with the 
horse and buggy and he had no Idea 
they would go near tho river. 


Not Their Boy 


When the patrol wagon arrived at 


the Austin home the little fellow was 
taken inside-and put to bed. 
Mrs. 


Austin still thought it was her boy. 
but the grandmother looked at him 
and said that It was not their boy as 
their-boy had short hair. 
After a 


little tlmv were able to nnd out from 
the boy his name and where he lived 
and his mother was nntflud. 


During all this time Mrs. Schoon- 


macner was -wondering where her 
*oy was. 
He had been 
playing 


around the building about half past 
four and as the time for supper ap- 
proached and he did not appear she 
began-'to get worried. 
Later' In the 


evenVng she* applied to the pollcle 
to find him.

She declares sho feared 
for his life if kept at tlip Jacksonville 
tnstltutlop, Wh£n, she visited her hus- 
band last month she found tijs. face 
and head cut and bruised as If he had 
been hit with a- club or kicked. She 
was assured the wounds were caused 
by a fall. ' ' 


Later she paid him another visit and 


was at flrst refused admittance, her 
story being that the ground for action 
was the condition of her husband, due 
to a surgical operation. 
Her 
suspi- 


cions were aroused, and she Informed 
the manager that she'would lay the 
facts immediately before , Governor 
Yatcs and secure from him an order 
for admittance. This threat had its 
effect, and sho was shown. Into tho 
presence of her husband. She says 
his oondltlon was even more pitiable 
than on tho occasion of her flrst visit. 
Both sides of his face were cue and 
bruised, there were serious gashes in 
his scalp, and a long sore spot was 
found on his foot. She was told that 
ho had been- bitten on the anltlo by a 
.bug, and that scratching caused the 
sore. She Insists that her husband 
was scalded, causing a blister.
